John Brown was born in 1800 and worked as a farmer 
in New York anil Kansas. One of his forebears came over 
on the Mayflower. Brown early in life conceived a pas- 
sionate hatred of slavery, and dedicated his life and that 
of his family to wiping it out, His name became famous 
through his leadership of the anti-slavery settlers who 
were resisting the raids of the Border Ruffians in Kansas 
and Missouri in the 1850's. He became known as Captain 
|” Brown of Ossaiwvatomie, a Kansas village. He rose to his 
greatest glory in the raid which he organized against 
Harper's Ferry in Virginia on the 16th of October, 1859 
as part of his grand scheme to rouse the slaves to a re- 
bellion against their masters. He was seized and hanged 
at Charlestown on October 31st, 1859. But his name be- 
came an imperishable symbol of anti-slave heroism, and 
a portent of fear to the Southern slave masters. Of him, 
the New England writer, Ralph Weide Emerson, wrote 
after his death:
